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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments ar not convincing. With 
respect to the art rejection arguments, there is no showing that th mere presence the taught dopants will not inherently adjust the 
ferromagnetic characteristics of ZnO. The rejected claims do not claim any specified or predetermined values, Miyazaki et al dearly 
teaches the doped ZnO has a single crystalline phase and thus is single crystalline. Applicants' statement in the second paragraph on 
page 6 is that s single crystalline film will not form unless it is not on a single crystalline substrate is countered by the teaching in the 
specification. It is noted that the phrase "single crystalline" is being Interpreted to mean a single crystalline phase. With respect to the 35 
use 112 rejection, applicants arguments are not convincing for the reasons given in the Final Office Action. Applicants argue figure 3(a) 
teaches a temperature range of about 380-950C, but the figure is not detailed enough for these argued end points to actually be 
determined from the graph by one of ordinary skill in the art since no increments between the points. In addition there are no increment 
between the two points on the x-axis in figure 3(a) and no increments on either of the figure 4 graphs. The rejections are maintained of 
the above reasons. 
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
